LAND FOR HOMESTEADERS 


Three Million Acres of New Land to 
be Thrown Open in the ~ 
Near Future 

Edmonton, Alta.—During the past 
year, fifteen or twenty surveyors who 
were working out of Mdmonton laid 
out approximately 3,000,000 acres of 
new land to the north, northeast and 
northwest of Edmonton. As the result 
of_their work practically all the un- 
subdivided “Tand Detweeh “kainonton 
and Athabasca Landing, and between 
Edmonton and Lac la Biche to the 
northedst has been laid out. 

Large areas have also been laid out 
in the Peace River country and along 
the main line of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific and north of that line. A great 
deal of land has been subdivided 
along the Athabasca between the 
Landing trail and the Pembina river. 
Within the next month or two the 
greater part of this new land will be 
thrown open at the land office in Ed- 
monton or at the sub-agency at Lesser 
Slave Lake for homestead purposes.

After reading the bonafide epilstle 
from a woman who was in the nursery 
when those lines were penned, our 
members may judge what effect the 
twentieth century crusade in defense 
of the equal rights of women has had 
in modifying the views of the average 
“John” with respect to his wife's fitness 
to manage household finances. 


“IT am wondering if my domestic 
problem can be solved in your ‘homey’ 
corner? Various plans are, submitted 


for large families and small, fiving upon 
very little. Are any of these expected 
to live upon nothing per week? If so, 
how is it done? 

“My hueband — unfortunately — has 
never been brought to see the wisdom 


of a household ‘allowance.’ "

discretion for family expenses.) 

“No manner of argument could con- 
vince him that the woman, wife and 
mother is the household manager who 
has the hardship of preparing meals 
that will give dhe best results to a grow- 
ing child who needs proper food. I do 
not wish to bring a case of domestic 
infelicity to you, but if there be a pos- 
sible solution of my problem and any 
beneficial advice to be obtained along 
this line, I should be very grateful for 
either or for both. 

“The man of our house watches ad- 


vertisements, and tries to procure 
‘marked-down'’ groceries. These, we 
all know, are seldom to be recom- 
mended as health-giving food. When 
he brings home a strip of (marked- 
down) bacon and a peck of potatoes, 


he considers that he has provided for 
the sustenance of the family. He does 
all the buying, even when I chance to 
be with him. If, on Saturday night, he 
can find vegetables, fruit, etc., selling 
at a bargain—because the dealer sees 
fit to let them go rather than keep them 
over Sunday—my lord and master buys

Text of the Lesson, 11 Chron. xv, 1-15, 

Memory Verses, 1, 2—Golden Text, 

i! Chron. xv, 7—Commentary Pre- 

pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

Although Abijah, son of Rehoboam, 
jreigned only three years and walked 
in all the sins of his father (1 Kings 
xv, 1-3), yet there is in 11 Chron, xiii 
a remarkable record of a great victory 
which the Lord gave him over. the 
army of Jeroboam, wheh was just 
twice as great as his because he relied 
upon the Lord God of his fathers. The 
lord has often seen fit to do mighty 
things for very unworthy people for 
His great name's sake. Jer, xiv, 7, is 
very strong and effectual pleading. 

Our lesson today introduces us to 
good King Asa, who reigned forty-one 
/years and did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God. He also defeated an army twice 
as large as his own because he relied 
‘on the Lord (xiv, 8, 9; xvi, 8). His 
| prayer in chapter xiv, 11, has often 
helped me: “Lord, it is nothing with 
‘Thee to help, whether with Many or 
with them that have no power, Help 
us, O Lord our God, for we rest on 
Thee, and in Thy name we go.’ 

Yet in the thirty-sixth year of his 
reign he was led into making a league 
with the king of Syria, and, being re- 
proved for it by the Lord through His 
servant Hanani, he became so angry 
that he put the prophet in prison. He 
seems never to have got over this re- 
proof of the Lord, for when, three 
years later, he became diseased in his 
feet he did not seek the Lord in his 
affliction. 

All the Lord’s dealings with His 
people are intended to bring them 
nearer to Himself, but to this day 
many become so offended by what 
He does or does not do that they turn 
away from Him and lose all fellow- 
ship with Him. Some of my friends 
know something of the preciousness 
to my soul of these words of the Lord 
through His servant Hanani, “The 
eyes of the Lord) run to and fro 
throughout the whole earth to show 
Himself strong in the behalf of them 
whose hearts are perfect toward Him” 
(chapter xvi, 9). We need such a 
word as this so much, for the devil is 
always going to and fro in the earth 
and walking up and down in it. As a 
roaring lion he walketh about seeking

Sarly in the reign of Asa the Spirit 
of God spoke to him through Azariah, 
the son of Oded, in the words of 
verses 2 to 7 of our lesson, referring to 
years past when the people had 
been out of fellowship with God, but 
whenever they in their trouble sought 
Him. He was always found of them. 
Much of the message takes us back 
to the days of the judges. By the 
Lord’s gracious dealings with His 
people in the past, notwithstanding 
all their sin. He encouraged Asa with

in the power of His might’? (Eph. vi, 
10). See also Isa. xl, 28-31; xlv, 24; 
Josh, 4, 6. 18; Hag. ii, 4, and note by 
contrast Uzziah, who was marvelously

The 
danger is our own strength of. self 


confidence, for it is only when we are 
weak that we are really strong (IT 
Cor. xii, 9, 10). Isa. xii, 18, is a 
grand word for weak hands, and, as 
to works, how full of encouragement 
is I Cor. xv. 58! Rey. xxii 12; Luke 
xiv, 14, sre two of the best on rewards. 

The king, being greatly encouraged 
by this messege from the Lord, began 
to purge the land of idolatry, even de- 
stroying the idol of his grandmother 
(I Kings xv, 12, 13), and to restore the 
worship of the true God. The people 
fell to him in abundance out of Israel 
when they saw that the Lod his God 
was with him (verse 9). They sacri- 
fieed unto the Lord and sought Him 
with their whole desire and entered 
into a covenant to seek the Lord God 
of fethers with all their heart 
and with all their soul (verses 11-15) 

The first use of the title God “‘Al- 
mighty,’’ which means ‘‘the mighty 
God who is all sufficient,”’ is in Gen. 
xvii, 1, where Abram is encouraged to 
walk before God and be sineere or up- 
right or whole hearted. From the 
book of Job, in which this title is 
used more often than in all the rest 
of the Bible, we learn that to know 
the Almighty there must be an abhor- 
jrence and renunciation of self (Job, 
xlii) 

This turning to God in the days of 
Asa was such a reality that they de- 
ereed that whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be put 
to death, whether small or great, 
}Whether man or woman (verse 13) 
ltt might be a question whether this 
jeompulsory turning to Gol would, af- 
ter all, prove to be a real turning of 
the heart. With us it is either life or 
‘death. He who does not truly receive 
the Lord Jesus is dead in trespasses 
and sins, a lost soul, but the good 
news is that Jesus came to seek and 
save the lost (John iii, 18; I John vy, 
12; Enh. ii, 1, 2; II Cor. iv, 3). If 
the love of Him who gave up all His 
glory and bare our sins on Golgotha 
does not win us to Him we must be 
dead indeed.
